t5f~A subject which engages equally the at- 
tention of the patriot and philanthropist is the 
atrocious character which the war is assum- 
ing. No indication of an evil spirit abroad 
among the people ia more ominous than the 
encouragement which the most savage and 
ultra measures receive from the mo6t unex- 
pected quarters. The vi^uest rumor is made 
the basis for hounding on the Government to 
acts of vengeance, and the most favored ora- 
tors, the friends of the Administration , speak 
with a deliberate heartlcasncss of a scheme of 
extermination and desolation as If it was the 
most natural, christian, and commendable set 
which they could perform. 

Among other deplorable acts which are 
made the occasion for urging the most violent 
measures is the unssacre of the negro trocps 
In the Btorming ol Fort Pillow. The Presi- 
dent, In speaking of it in BUtimore, said : 

Would it be right to take the life of prison- 
ers in Washington, Fort Delaware or elfe- 
where, in retaliation for nets in which they 
had not 6barec? Would it be right to take the 
prisoners captured, say at Vicksbur?, and 
shoot them for acts of which Ihey were not 
sruilty, and which it will probably be found 
were the ordering of only a few individuals, 
or possibly of only one mau? 

By implication the President answers these 
questions in the affi-raitive. The papers which 
favor the Administration go the whole figure. 
For example, the Chicago Tribune says: 

If Jeff. Davis avows the act of Forrest, It 
will then be necessiry to consider the next 
step. It will then be for us to decide upon 
what act of retaliation we will enter. In that 
case it m^ght be proper to Droceed to extreme 
measures at once— tvtn to the putting to death 
of prltorurt in our hands— should such a step 
t>eem safe and proper. It would doubtless be 
lawful. 

There la generally an acquiescence in these 
sentiments as if they rested upon some mili- 
tary, civil or moral code, which the Govern- 
ment was justified in enforcing beyond ques- 
tion. Nothing could be more erroneous. 
Their is no justification under high heaven for 
deliberate murder, and no necessity in na- 
tional bffiirs that can palmate its adoption as 
a policy or rule. It does not need authorities 
to prove so plain a principle of ethics as this. 
It is justifiable, however, when an enemy, by 
deliberate course, tries and executes one or 
more soldiers of the opposite 6ide, for the lit- 
ter to adopt a similar course to prevent the 
repetition of such acts; but a general indis 
criminate massacre on one side is never, un- 
der acy circumstances, a justification of a 
policy of general massacre on the other. The 
remedy is an appeal to markind, which soon 
finds means through its proper national rep- 
resentatives to prevent the continuance of 
such measures. 

For example, the murder of the prisoners 
of Alamo, in the Texas revolution, although it 
was accompanied by all deliberation to add to 
s horror, was not followed by an equally de- 
liberate declaration of no quarter by Ihe Texan 
Government. Such an atrocious p. licy was 
rejected, and more was gamed In the opinions 
and sympathies of mankind than could have 
been won by the most thorough ccheine of 
extermination. The case of the Fort Pillow 
massacre has not, however, the feature of cool 
deliberation, making H the act of the rebel 
Goverrment, as it was in the case cited. The 
general statement is that the blacks were 
murdered after the surrender of the fort. The 
real facts of the cise, as shown by every state- 
ment from Fort Pillow, is that there never 
was any surrender; that the reply to every de 
mand for a surrender was a uniform refusal. 
Fort Pillow was stormed, and the killing took 
place durirg the storm, and some of it after 
id ceased. There can bi no ex- 
for the acts of the rebel soldiers in thus 
slaying unresisting persons, but all history is 
filled with accounts of jast such acts in the 
storming of a town. 

It will be remembered that, when Mantua 
roBe against the French garrison and seized 
the town, Napoleon refused to accept a 
surrender, and gave over the town to sack and 
slaughter lor three hours after Its capture. 
Yet Napoleon is said to be Justified by the ne- 
cessity of preventing the repetition of such 
acts, and Austria never threatened retaliation 
in kind. The same can De said of the sack 
and burning of Cuidad Rodrigo, Badsjos and 
St. Sebastain in the peninsula war. Napier 
points to the atrocity of these scenes, and re- 
marks : ' It is Baid that no soldier can be re- 
strained after Btorming a town, and a British 
soldier least of all, because he is brutal and in" 
sensible to honor; and though he cries 
shame on such calumnies, ' he merely suc- 
ceeds in exculpttlng the majority, and does 
not even attempt te explain or palliate the ex 
cesses of the few, for which, ia such cases, ail 
are held responsible " 

This is the ca6e of Fort Pillow. The rebels 
have not killed in cold blood prisoners who 
have surrendered and are in captivity, but 
merely refused to give quaiter. The question 
is, shall we adopt the same policy? Are we 
justified in so doing, and would it promote 
our gezeral success? We think not. The 
minds of men all over the world would revolt 
at it, and they would say a government which 
seeks to enforce its authority toy 6uch meanB 
does not deserve to cxiBt. 

It is but one of the complexities introduced 
into the war, an impediment in the way of re- 
storing the Union by the Administration, in 
adopting the policy of arming the negroes. 
The rebel soldiers argue that it they were cap- 
tured by the blacks their lives would not be 
spared, and they have acted accordingly. As 
has been noticed by the Albany Argus, they 
cm justify their acts by the course of the 
President, 

In the recent war of the Sionx Indians upon 
the people of Minnesota, 400 Indians were 
taken, of whom 303 were condemned to death, 
by a military commission, after capture, im- 
prisonment and trial. 

The individuals were not identified with 
the particular crimes. But it was argued— 
"the fact that they were Indians, intensely 
hating the whites, and possessed of the in- 
clinations and revengeful impulses of Indians, 
and educated to the propriety of the indis- 
criminate butchery of their opponents, would 
secure the moral certainty that as toon as tie 
first murders were committed, all the yonng 
men were Impelled by the eight of blood and 
plunder— by the contagion of example and the 
hopes entertained of tuccess— to become par 
ticipanta in the same class of acts." Preside Dt 
Lincoln signed the death warrant of thirty 
eight, who were executed by hanging, amid 
the prolonged cheers of citiz:ns and soldiers. 

We do not here blame the President for ti It 
wholettle execution, and we only point to it 
to show that the Uws of war, as they govern 
the contests of civilised people with each 
other, are modified and in fact wholly changed 
by the admixture of barbarous forces in the 



contest. These do not recognize and should 
not have the benefit of the usages of civilized 
warfare. 

We think this of itself is sufficient to con 
demn the policy of employing negroes and 
Indians, and ought to be reason enough for 
changing the policy promptly and completely, 
We do not wish to havo our white soldiers 
involved in the atrocities produced by inter- 
mixing barbarous races In the ranks with 
them. 

If the rebels should adopt the general policy 
of no quarter, which we believe impossible 
it will be time enough to consult the proper 
measurer; but in the name of our national 
credit and of common humanity, we urge that 
we shall not be the first te rush into any such 
wicked and destructive policy. 



most comical spectacle is a radical 
charging inconsistency upon other people, 
whom they consider behind the age, not up 
with the times, etc. At the same time they 
don't pretend to be what they have been in 
times past. They have got new light, and 
have discarded old ideas to keep up with the 
logic of events. They are forming a new party 
in Kentucky that never existed before; hold- 
ing quite different language from any that 
ever had any show In Kentucky. They can': 
pretend to be consistent, for if they were, they 
would be, according to their own doctrine, 
behind the times. They would have none of 
their peculiar merits. They would be like 
otherpcopte.no better than they used to be. 

Why should they say a word abeut incon- 
sistency by way of reproaching other people? 
Inconsistency is what they assume as a main 
characteristic. The highest consistency is the 
trfect inconsistency, as perfect rest is 
infinite raotior. 

All they can say of other people Is, that 
these other people are not inconsistent enough 
to be consistent like themselves. The Union 
platform and the Union party was good enough 
for them last year; but now they are getting 
off the train and thouting to everybody else to 
get off. Thsy are making a new party with a 
new creed and objects, and can't abide their 
old friendr; yet they scribble and babble 
about the inconsistency of other people. 

At we have said, they must mean that 
others are not inconsistent encugh — not In- 
finitely inconsistent as they are. If that is not 
what they mean, what do they mean? 

They are a new thing under the sua herein 
Kentucky, and not consistent with anything 
of former times. Solomon would never have 
said there is nothing new under the sun if he 
had seen ih is new party, unlets he adapted 
the theory that a thing perfectly new becomes 
old, and that a thing infinitely inconsistent 
with anything past becomes consistent with 
it all. 

The Cat, and How Sire Becamb a Bbau- 
tifcl Young Woman.— That moet truthful of 
all historians, the great Aesop, tells us that 
a young man fell so deep in love with his cat 
that he prayed to Venus morning, noon, and 
night to change her into a woman. It is sup- 
posed that the genius she displayed in catch- 
ing mice ted him to regard her as the best 
possible material for an excellent youog wo- 
man, though Aesop does not state this in so 
many words. The historian goes on to say 
that Venus was at l ist obliged to yield to the 
pressure, nnd did change the cat into a most 
beautiful young woman, got up without re- 
gard to expense. The young man was happier 
than the celebrated king who passed his time 
ia counting out his money in the parlor- 
happier than the queen, his consort, who re- 
galed herself in the kitchen with bread and 
honey. He determined to make her his wife 
that very day, and, in Aesop's expressive lan- 
gusge, darted off immediately for the license 
and the clergyman. The neighbors were in- 
vited in, and had a dance all round. In 
short, "all went merry as a marriage 
bell," says Aesop, quoting Heslod. But in 
the middle of the n'ght, as the bride lay 
dozing, a mouse began to scratch. Suddenly 
she leaped out of bed, got down on all fours, 
and prepared for a spring. Here is a great 
hiatus in Aesop's manuscript, and it is Impos- 
sible at this day to learn the sequel of this 
history. But Aesop, who firmly believed that 
"history is philosophy teaching by example," 
was in the habit of writing out a "moral" and 
an "application" for each of his histories, and 
those which he wrote for this history arc still 
extant. They are as follows: 

"Moral —If you drive out nature with a 
pitchfork she will run back again." 

"Application —Bead the history of 'The 
Bobbin-boy and how he became a Mojor-Gen- 
eral.' He was originally a bobbin-boy in a 
cotton factory, and was made a Major General 
for reasons similar to these which led to the 
changing of the cat into a woman. He got on 
pretty well till one day he saw some cotton at 
a distance. Immediately the old instinct re- 
turned; he made a spring at the cotton, and 
didn't get it."

The officers of this regiment, a band of 
brothers, will sorely miss their loved compan- 
ion, bo full of life and hope, of enthusiasm 
and devotion.

|^*Tbe Constitullonal Convention of 
Louisiana, says the New Orleans Era of 
the 23d ult , "has reached some ef the im- 
portant subjects that must necessarily be 
acted on by it, and which, in fact, form 
the chief obj»ct of its existence." Several re- 
ports have been submitted by committees, 
and it is expected that some of the measures 
recommended will meet with violent opposi- 
tion. "This will apply, certainly, to the re- 
port of the Judiciary Committee, which pro- 
vides for the appointment of Judges by the 
Governor of the State, with the concurrence 
of the Senate, to hold their office during good 
behavior." The overthrow of slavery in Lou- 
isiana, and the education of the negro children, 
will come in for a large share of the time of 
the Convention. The report of the Committee 
on that subject provides that free public 
schools shall be established for all children 
throughout the State, and that the schools for 
colored pupils shall be separate and distinct 
from the schools for white pupils. The Con- 
vention is expected to complete its labors In 
three or four weeks and adjourn. 

Guerrillas at Pembroke, Ky.— On Thurs 
day night last, a party of fifteen guerrillas 
entered the little town of Pembroke, Cbnfc- 
tian county, Ky., a portion of whom were clad 
in the United States uniform, while the others 
wore homespun jeans. They were armed 
with shot-guns and revolvers. They robbed 
the dry-goods store ot Bronaugh & Co. of 
about 1500 worth of goods. They left in the 
direction of nopkinsville, traveling the main 
road. About an hour after their departure, a 
squad of fifteen Federal soldiers dashed into 
the town, and stated that they were sent out 
from Hopkinsville to scour the country in 
search of guerrilla bands. How the horse- 
thieving squad came to evade the Union sol- 
diers, when both were traveling the same road, 
and so near the same hour, remains a mys- 
tery. The thieving band is presumed to be 
the same one that plundered Keysburg a few 
days before. After leaving Pembroke, all 
trace was lost of their 



Coin and Paper. 

It it a rather curious fact that the only co<a 
now in current use on this continent which is 
not round, is the fifty-dollar gold piec, struck 
from California, which is octazonal in chap 
All the coins in Europe are round. In Japan 
they have oblong wedges of silver. It Is cu 
rlous, too, that for many years money baa 
been made out of paper, when leather or cWh 
would seem to be much more dunble. Ye f 
paper, when representing coin, lasts a creat 
white, and not unfrequently the Bank of Eie 
land receives « note of ex'raordieary age; and 
the Bank of Bengal, ia India, recently was 
called upon to pay several thousand pounds 
of notes so old that none of the present gen 
erntlon remembered the pattern. 

It is also worthy of remark that gems or 
precious stones have never been used for 
money, nor has platinum or anv other metal 
taken the place of gold. In Africa, a species 
of shell forms the circulating medium, th 
value of which fluctuates sometimes twenty 
per cenL a week. But all civilized countries 
have gold as the standard of money value, 
and all other c'rculating media are but repre- 
sentatives of the great standard Only the 
Hindoo has ever learned to test coin accu 
rately by the hand. 

Of all gold coinage that of England is per 
haps the most beautiful. A new. fresh go'd 
sovereign is probably as graceful and attract- 
ive a coin as exists. Next to it. the American 
eagle is the most elegant gold coin The 
twenty-franc piece of the present kingdom 
of Italy is also very neat. 

Probably the smallest gold coin in use is the 
French five-franc piece, although a few half- 
dollar gold pieces have been struck e fl in Cal- 
rornia. At present thereare current in France, 
in everyday traffic, coins bearing the noMe 
face of the first Napoleon, both as Consul Bnd 
Emperor, the heavy ron nd heads of Chartea 
X. and Louis XVIII , the shrewd countenance 
of Louis Phillippe.and the familiar features ot 
the present Emperor. In some cases Napole- 
on III is represented with.and in others with 
out, a laurel weath. 

The most beautiful Bilver coinage is that of 
Russia, each piece being in itself a work of 
art, so finely and elaborately is the die cut 
out. On the other hand, the ugliest silver 
inage is that of the free city of Hamburg; 
each piece, adulterated and poorly cut, Is 
usually to be found encrusted with the dirt 
and flltb^and looking like a refuse fragment 
of tin The silver coinage of Germany is also 
very bad. 

1° Italy— excepting the portions subject to 
the Pope and the Emperor of Austria— the 
franc piece is taking the place of former 
coins, though the locil coinage of the former 
Duchies of Parma and Modena also retains in 
retail traffic the complicated coins in use uu 
der the Bourbon rule. 

Perhaps the neatest paper money in the 
world it that of Greece, which is manu- 
factured by American engraversjand workmen. 
The old bank currency of this country is verv 
often elegant. The worst and most wretched 
paper money in the world Is the five kreutze r 
note of Austria, printed on a soft, thick, gray- 
ish, paper, which has a faculty of wssbiog and 
rubbing away like ordinary blotting paper. 



HTHere are a few curiosities of fire insur- 
ance in Francs quoted by the JIM Rtpuc, as 
from the books of a French fire insurance 
company: 1. A gentleman while smoking 
had a sptrk fall on his coat, in which it burnt 
a small hole, and the company paid two francs 
(thirty-seven cents) for the repair of the gar- 
ment. 2. A housekeeper plactd a shoulder of 
veal In a stove which was overheated. The 
meat was burnt to a cinder, and the insurance 
company paid the value of the shoulder. 
They eught, instead, to have given him a 
coll shouldei!"J 3. An old paralytic lady 
perished from a churcoal fire, whose flimes 
cad communicated with her clothes; and the 
son and heir of the lady received eighty 
francs as damages to the drees of his burnt 
mother. 4- A child perish d from the etL.-ct» 
f a box or lucifer matches, with which it 
played, taking fire. The parents claimed 
twelve francs as the cost of the clothing of the 
little boy. The insurance company paid this 
readily, but refused to pay the expenses of the 
coffin and the funeral, which the parents de- 
sired to have refunded, as arising lrom the ef- 
fects of the lire.

Tbe third section provides tb«.t fees be 
charged for permits , graduated according to 
the magtitude of the transaction, and that 
they be p-«id into the treasury, after deducting 
tbe attendant expense*.

Tto* fourth section meets tbe cases of per- 
sons residirz within the lines in insurrection- 
»ry States, whose claim to conduct trade and 
transport supplies therein without being sub- 
ject to provisions and penalties applying to 
person* from other States. 

lfce fifth section i.« intended to sanction rc- 
striciions upon trade and transporting in lO}-al 
Slates even, for tbe purposs of preventing 
supplies to the rebels 

Tbe s x b section repeals the existing dis- 
tribution of one-half tbe proceeds from aban- 
doned property to Informers and custom spli- 
cers, aod leave the wbole matter with the 
court decreeing the forieit.

The gunboat Etstport remained ashore six- 
teen miles below Grand Ecore, and two gun- 
boats are aground on the lalls just above Al- 
exandria.
